THE SCHUMAN PLAN 


‘SCHUMAN ADENAUER 


With their two countries’ coal and steel these like- 
minded statesmen are burying centuries of Franco- 
German enmity and building a stronger Europe. 


ADVICE TO REPUBLICANS 


When the Taft men’s careless epithets about the 
other candidates started a rift at the Republi- 
can meeting in San Francisco last week (p. 26), 
Harold Stassen got in a good remark. He said 
that in his opinion Taft or Eisenhower or War- 
ren would make “a far, far better President than 
the present incumbent of the White House.” 
‘The Republicans would be wise to agree on that 
much before the contest for delegates gets any 
hotter.

This is a matter of legitimate concern to Repub- 
licans. 2) Which candidate would be the biggest 
improvement over Truman? That is a matter 
of legitimate concern to the whole country.

EUROPE PASSES A BIG MILESTONE ON THE LONG ROAD TO UNITY 


In his speech to the U.S. Congress last week 
Winston Churchill quoted his own words of 
1946: “France should take Germany by the 
hand and lead her back to the family of na- 
tions and thus end the thousand-year quar- 
rel which has torn Europe to pieces.” French- 
German hand-holding is of course the indis- 
pensable first step toward any kind or de- 
gree of European unity, the goal which both 
Winston Churchill and the U.S. Congress 
have long had at heart. But what now needs 
to be recorded is that France has taken Ger- 
many by the hand; that Germany has grace- 
fully responded; and that these two ancient 
enemies are walking together into what be- 
gins to look like the dawn of a new day. 

On Jan. 11, 1952 the West German Parlia- 
ment approved by an overwhelming major- 
ity the Schuman Plan for uniting the coal and 
steel markets of six European countries. The 
French Parliament had approved the plan a 
month earlier. The Dutch hee also voted to 
join. Italy, Luxembourg and Belgium are 
expected to follow suit shortly. But French 
and German ratification virtually guaran- 
tees that the Schuman Plan is a fact. A “Eu- 
ropean steel and coal community” is in sight. 
Probably before the end of this year the great 
industries of Lorraine, the Saar and the Ruhr 
will start getting so intermingled that an- 
other war between France and Germany will 
be technically impossible. 

If so, we have passed a milestone in world 
history. Americans, to whom Europe’s age- 
old conflicts have been of such costly impor- 
tance, should pause and read the inscription. 

The Schuman Plan is a scheme to reor- 
ganize the administration of some 40 million 
tons of European steel capacity (about 40% 
French, 40% German) and 220 million tons 
of coal capacity (55% German). It leaves 
the present ownership (mainly private) of 
these industries pretty much undisturbed 
but s their marketing and investment 
poli from a national to a European frame- 
work. The way it plans to do this is without 
precedent and has therefore drawn much 
criticism, especially from economists and 
businessmen. 

The economic details are the brain child of 
the brilliant Frenchman, Jean Monnet, who 
is a sort of French cross between a techno- 
crat and Beardsley Ruml. His blueprint aims 
at more free trade and competition than 
Europe’s cartelized heavy industries have 
known for 50 years. Among the six member 
countries all tariffs and other trade barriers 
on steel and coal are to be abolished. These 
industries will be policed by a High Author- 
ity of nine members, who make the rules 
much as the ICC does for U.S. railroads. 

These nine “stateless technocrats” are re- 
sponsible, not to their national governments, 
but toa specially elected assembly; and there 
are further checks, balances and kibitzers 
in the shape of a council of ministers, a court 
of justice, and a consultative committee. 
The plan also has antitrust features which 
Monnet claims are stronger than our Sher- 
man Act. Certainly there is enough repre- 
sentation of divergent interests—govern- 
ments, owners, labor, consumers, etc.—to 


forestall the charge that this is just a dis- 
guised cartel. Still, the High Authority will 
control new investment in the industry; it 
can also, “in a manifest crisis,” allocate the 
short materials or fix quotas and minimum 
prices. These powers could be abused and, 
as Monnet says, if nothing but crisis is pos- 
sible in Europe, the critics of his plan will 
prove right. 

Any doubts about the economics of the 
plan, however, are swept away by its political 
promises, which are terrific. And for these 
the credit goes to two European politicians: 
Robert Schuman, the then foreign minister 
who offered the plan as official French policy 
in May 1950; and Konrad Adenauer, Chan- 
cellor of Germany, who has steered German 
foreign policy so firmly westward that the 
historic Bonn ratification of Jan. 11 caused 
scarcely a ripple in the world press. 

Schuman is an East Frenchman, Adenau- 
er a West German, Their home towns, Metz 
and Cologne, are only 150 miles apart. Each 
is fluent in the other’s language and tradi- 
tions. Each is an unquestioned patriot but 
also a good Christian and a’ 'good Europe- 
ari? Adenateriefaraunited Europe because 
“only then can my country be free.” Schu- 
man decided that “the road between France 
and Germany must be cleared of hatred.” 
That was three years ago. Now the returns 
on their noble labors are coming in. 

Remnants of fear and hatred on both sides 
could conceivably still wreck the Schuman 
Plan. Like all great political achievements it 
has strong foes and depends on mixed mo- 
tives for support. (One French paper argued 
that nonratification would “throw Germa- 
ny into the arms of America.” Some throw!). 

evertheless the Schuman Plat mals afun- 
damental change in the political structure 
and atmosphere of Europe. Though Europe 
is far from unified the back of its disunity 
has been broken. 

‘The French and German people are weary 
not only of war but of their own national ego- 
tism. Slowly but surely their basic allegiance 
is switching from the nation to the concept 
of Europe. To the people of both lands the 
Schuman Plan, as the London Economist 
puts it, has brought “release from the dead 
end in which intelligence for the sake of in- 
telligence and vitality for the sake of vital- 
ity sat glaring at each other.” Intelligence 
(French) and vitality (German) are going 
into partnership. They are doing this of their 
own volition. The Schuman Plan is itself 
proof that Europe can break old patterns, 
that it has a future as well as a past. 

The continental unity to which the Schu- 
man Plan points is a matter of great impor- 
tance to the U.S. It is almost a prerequisite 
to the success of General Eisenhower's efforts 
to make Europe fully defensible. And when 
Europe is defensible and unified it will be a 
magnet pointing eastward which can pull 
down the Iron Curtain. The magnet will de- 
rive its charge partly from Europe’s own re- 
newed vitality but also from its membership 
in the great triangular system called the At- 
lantic Community, its other side the British 
Commonwealth, its base the U.S.

Family and France pay highest honors to De Lattre 


For nearly a century old Roger de Lattre 
had experienced the joys and sorrows of a 
citizen of France. Like many a French fa- 
ther, he had sent his only son (left) to fight 
his country’s wars. Last week a military 
cortege brought his son home, 250 rainy 
miles from Paris, where he had died of can- 
cer. The father’s grief was intense, but 
there were compensations in the manner of 
his son’s homecoming. For Jean de Lattre 
de Tassigny, 62, who had revived French 
self-confidence with victories over the 
Communists in Indo-China, returned to 
the family village of Mouilleron-en-Pareds as a Marshal of France. The 
journey from Paris was the fifth procession in as many days, the last trib- 
ute of the biggest military funeral France had seen since the death of Mar- 
shal Foch in 1929. De Lattre’s body was carried through 11 miles of Paris 
streets to lie in state at his home, in the Invalides chapel, beneath the 
Arch of Triumph and before Notre Dame. Among the funeral marchers 
were judges in bright-hued gowns of office, purple-robed bishops, a white- 
robed boys’ choir, the French cabinet in silk toppers and Western military 
leaders. Bells tolled from every church; flags stood at half staff. Silent 
crowds standing 10-deep reflected a depth of emotion that seemed to sur- 
prise them. The pageantry, and De Lattre’s posthumous promotion to 
marshal, dignified all the French dead of the Indo-China campaign. And 
it awakened echoes of that almost forgotten intangible, la gloire. But for 
his aged father, now the last of the De Lattres, the distinguished soldier's 
death had another meaning. As the marshal was lowered into the ground

A GAMBLERS LUCK HOLDS OUT 


Lone juror saves Costello from conviction for contempt of Senate 


Frank Costello was on trial in a New York Fed- 
eral Court on charges of contempt of Senate for 
his behavior before the Kefauver Committee 
Jast March. Millions on tele n had seen Cos- 
tello stalk out of the hearings. The transcript 
clearly documented his refusal to answer ques: 
tions. How Gambler Costello would have quot- 
ed the odds against his acquittal was his own 
secret. But through his lawyer, George Wolf, 
he took a long-shot chance. Wolf introduced 
no witnesses. He staked the entire case on one 
argument: the trial was a persecution, not a 
prosecution. Costello was being deprived of his 
civil rights simply because he was Costello, the 
gambler. If Wolf could plant the seeds of rea- 
sonable doubt in the minds of the jury—or one 
juror—he would save Costello from conviction. 

At the hearings Costello had insisted his 
throat—still sensitive from a cancer arrested 18 
years ago—was too sore to permit him to tes 


GOVERNMENT ATTORNEY, Miles J. Lane, 
45, was all-American in football, played pro hockey. 
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At the trial, here shown in drawings done for 
Lire by William Sharp, the government pro- 
duced two specialists to say Costello’s throat 
was not that sore. New York City Council Pres- 
ident Rudolph Halley, committee counsel at 
the hearings, described Costello’s walkout as 
“forceful.” In his summation Attorney Wolf 
harped on his theme: “If youignore theconstitu- 
tional rights of a Costelio . . . you are ignoring 
the rights of everybody.” In the jury room the 
12 jurors split almost evenly on counts involv- 
ing Costello's failure to answer questions. But 
on the walkout counts 11 jurors quickly agreed 
that Costello was guilty. The 12th held out. 
Piles of cigaret butts and an empty box of head- 
ache pills testified to the lengthy arguments. 
The lone juror still held out. After 23 hours the 
jury gave up: it could reach no decision, A new 
trial was set for Feb. 25, but, for the time at 
least, Frank Costello's long shot had paid off.

Indians named the Everglades Pa-hay-okee, the “Grassy 
Waters.” Starting from Lake Okeechobee in south-central 
Florida the grass flows like a vast river down to the south- 
ernmost tip of the U.S. mainland. Taller than a man in 
places, it stretches for 3,500 square miles, an open wilder- 
ness broken only by clumps of live oaks, palmettos and 
gumbo-limbo trees (above) which form “hammocks,” so- 
called from an Indian word for floating vegetation. What 
makes the phenomenon of the Everglades possible is the 
floor of porous limestone. In summer this floor is covered 
with a carpet of water, giving life to the grass, but in the 
dry season the water seeps down through the rock. Only 


the grass, which survives both flood and drought, can live. 

At the Everglades’ southern tip lie the 1.2 million acres 
of Everglades National Park. Though the park has neither 
the money nor the men to build trails or conduct elaborate 
tours, it still attracts 140,000 visitors a year. Most of these 
visitors come in winter when the glades are dry but water 
has collected in the pools and canals. Along the roads and 
waterways grow bright semitropical flowers. In the jungles 
of red and black mangrove stalk bobcats and an occasional 
panther. At dawn the tangled trees echo with wild sounds 
—the grunting of alligators, the high whistle of otters 
and the squawking of millions of bright-feathered birds,

Expert at hoaxes tops colorful career by becoming famous Canadian naval surgeon

Two months ago all of Canada and most of the U.S. heard 
an incredible story about a Canadian naval surgeon who 
performed a number of brilliant operations in Korea only 
to be exposed as an impostor who had never been to med- 
ical school. Since then the impostor, Ferdinand Demara, 
has been jing out. Recently, however, LIFE discovered 
him and persuaded him to tell his story. What follows is 
Demara’s side of the story, of course, but, so far as it can 
be au careful checking, it has stood up.

In Oc- 
tober, when the press and radio praised some remarkable chest and 
Tung surgery that he performed in combat in Korea, the real Dr. Cyr 
came forward in New Brunswick and revealed him as an impostor. 
The Canadian navy’s Dr. Cyr was actually Demara, a 30-year-old 
American who not only had never attended medical ool but had 
never even finished high school. 

Subsequent research on Demara’s past uncovered other colorful 
episodes. Despite his lack of schooling, he had posed successfully as 
a doctor of philosophy named Robert Linton French and had taught 
college classes in psychology. He also passed himself off as Cecil Boyce 
Hamann, a Ph.D, in cology, and had been a law student, Trappist 
monk, American soldier and sailor, hospital orderly, twice a “‘con- 
vert” to Catholicism (although he was born a Roman Catholic) and 
a deputy sheriff. 

After the Canadian navy brought him back from Korea he was 
questioned by a board of surgeons and quietly discharged for fraudu- 
ent enlistment. Since then he has had time to think over his experi- 
ence and has decided to tell his side of the story for publication.

“DOCTOR” DEMARA continveo 


The story as he tells it begins one winter day in Lawrence about 
20 years ago when he was a youngster on his way home from school. 
In a trash can he found a pair of artificial legs, the kind that are 
used in store windows for displaying ladies’ stockings. Fred stuck 
the two legs in a snowbank beside a fairly busy thoroughfare and 
hid nearby to watch the results. Alarmed motorists leaped from 
their cars to pull the legs from the snow. As they drove on, cursing, 
Fred replaced the legs and enjoyed the confusion of the next victim. 
He has been confusing people, especially his parents, ever since. 

“T love the boy, but I don’t know him,” says his father, a motion- 
picture projectionist. “He’s good and he’s kind, and he has a really 
brilliant mind. But I've never been able to understand him, I 
don’t think anybody else understands him either.” 

Big for his age, Fred was playing football at 14 at Lawrence’s 
Central Catholic High School. He never made the starting lineup 
because he refused to take Coach Jim Jordan's orders seriously, 
He never studied his lessons, but he read extensively and deeply 
and he was an entertaining talker. When he was 16 he ran away 
from home and joined the Cistercian monks, an order of medita- 
tive farm workers, at Valley Falls, R.I. A year later the abbot of 
the monastery convinced him that he would be better suited for 
teaching than fora life of contemplation 
and he transferred to the Brothers of 
Charity. In 1941 he left the Brothers 
of Charity to enlist in the U.S. Army. 
But he promptly went AWOL and, with- 
out bothering io notify the Army, en- 
listed in the U.S. Navy a week after 
Pearl Harbor. 

In the Navy, Demara was assigned as 
aseaman to the U.S.S. Ellis, a destroy- 
er on the North Atlantic patrol, and 
then sent to hospital school at Nor- 
folk. “That was my first taste of medi- 
Shortly afterward he made his 
first attempt at dissembling. He had 
nd foot. been assigned as a medical corpsman 
with an amphibious invasion force and 
there were certain aspects of landing 
on a beach that he did not relish, He 
decided to give himself a college background so that he could apply 
for Officer Candidate School. 

“As I recall, I picked Iowa State College,” Demara says. “For 
good measure, I also threw in a letter from Senator Capper of Kan- 
sas, praising my character. But I made the mistake of not including 
enough mathematics and the application was turned down. 
made up another transcript of credits with more math. It was a 

Rony crude job—I was strictly an amateur in those days—and the 
avy caught wise. I decided to leave the service temporarily.” 

Demara went to Kentucky and joined the Trappists at the Abbey 
of Our Lady of Gethsemani near Louisville, the retreat of silence 
described by Thomas Merton in the best-selling book, The Seven 
Storey Mountain. Demara presented himself at the monastery as 
Robert L. French, a graduate of the University of Michigan, with 
a Ph.D. in psychology from Stanford, and a Sterling Research Fel- 
lowship at Yale. He obtained the background of French (who is 
now doing psychological research for the Air Force) from the cata- 
log of a college where French had served on the faculty. Demara 
became interested in the study of college catalogs when he was pre- 
paring his OCS application in the Navy and he has kept it up 
through the years. He finds it very useful. 

After a short stay with the Trappists, Demara, still masquerad- 
ing as French, entered the Clerics of St. Viator, an order of Cath- 
olic teachers, and studied scholastic philosophy and ethics at De 
Paul University. The records of the university show that he re- 
ceived straight As in rational psychology, metaphysics, cosmol- 
ogy, epistemology, ethics and natural theology. ‘Maybe the in- 
structors were impressed by my Ph.D.,” Demara says with a de- 
preciative shrug. 

He had only one scare while he was in Chicago. One day, wearing 
his black suit and Roman collar, he was parking his superior’s 
automobile at a railroad station. Out of the station marched a 
group of sailors, carrying duifel bags. He says they were members 
of his beach battalion at Norfolk. He was afraid that one of them 
might recognize him but nobody did. 

"In this little game I was playing,” Demara says, “there always 
comes a time when you find yourself getting in too deep. You've 
made good friends who believe in you, and you don’t want them 
to get hurt and disillusioned. You begin to worry about what they'll 
think if somebody exposes you as a phony.”

That time of uneasiness came in Chicago when Demara found s . 
himself facing serious preparation for ordination as a Viatorian Pennies saved- penmes eared... 
priest. “There was nothing I would have liked more,” he says now. 

“T thought at the time that I had a true religious vocation. But I 
couldn’t go ahead without telling those men the truth about my- 
self. So I disappeared. No explanations. I just disappeared.” 

At each stop on his route Demara was careful to save a small 
emergency fund of cash so that he would have traveling expenses 
when it seemed advisable to move on. 
“My mad money,” he calls it. He had 
enough mad money in Chicago to take 
him to Erie, P: ere he turned up a 
year later, teaching psychology at Gan- 
non College. He showed up next in Los 
Angeles, where he says he served as 
an orderly at a sanitarium of the Broth- 
ers of St. John of God. Then he ven- 
tured north into Washington, French's 
credentials brought him a position as 
instructor of psychology at St. Mar- 
tin’s College in Lacey, near Olympia. 
When he is asked if he had any qualms 
about teaching such a subject to col-

just kept ahead of the class. The best 
way to learn anything is to teach it.” 

In Washington, for the first time since he left the Navy, Demara 
felt safe. He decided to settle there permanently. He was popular 
at the college and he made influential friends in Olympia and Seat- 
tle. Sheriff Frank Tamblin of Thurston County made him a special 
deputy so that he could enforce the law around the college campus 
and Demara, in turn, made speeches for Tamblin when the sheriff ran 
for re-election. One day Tamblin appeared at the college with a 
warrant for Demara’s arrest. In the sheriff's office Demara found 
two strangers. One of them looked Demara over and said, “Hello, 
Ferdinand.” 

The two men were FBI agents. They wanted him as a deserter 
from the Navy.

Believe it or not, if you give me 10 days, I can produce a complete 
transcript of anybody's college record. And if you think that’s an 
easy thing to do, try it some day.” 

Demara went so far as to equip himself with Hamann’s birth 
certificate, although he did not know the name of the town where 
Hamann was born. 

“TI only knew Hamann came from New York State,” Demara 
explains. “I wrote a tearful letter, a real sob story, to the vital sta- 
tistics office at the state capital in Albany. I told them I’d been ’ 
abandoned by my parents as an infant and I wanted to know where ‘ —

of becoming a lawyer. “I just wanted a knowledge of torts, pro- 
cedure and criminal law,” he s He left Boston and entered 
the seminary of the Brothers of Christian Instruction, a French 
teaching order, at Alfred, Maine. 

He may have been motivated by the fact that his own origin 
was French-Canadian. Besides, “I had heard that these French- 
Canadian brothers in Maine were having a hard time,” Demara 
says. “I decided they could use a man with, shall we say, my pecul- 
iar talents.” 

The Brothers of Christian Instruction supply teachers to paro- 
chial schools, and most of the novices they receive are young farm 
boys. When Demara introduced himself as Dr. Cecil B. Hamann, an 
eminent Boston physician with a magnificent array of college de- 
grees, the brothers were overjoyed. 

“I was regarded as a windfall,” Demara says. ‘They rolled out 
the red carpet and all the bells in the place began to ring. Now that 
they have read about me, I imagine the good brothers have changed 
their opinion. If a legitimate college graduate went there now and 
knocked on the door, they would prob- 
ably punch him on the nose.” 

A story was published in the press 
about the arrival of Dr. Hamann at 
Alfred. A scientist in Oak Ridge who 
was a former pupil of the real Hamann 
received a package from Boston that 
was padded with newspapers and, while < 
unpacking it, came across an account 
of how somebody with the Hamann 
name and background had renounced —- | 
the medical world to join the Brothers 
of Christian Instruction. He mailed the 
story to Kentucky. The real Hamann 
was determined to tak ion, but he 
never actually got around to doing any- 
thing about it. 

By that time the bogus Dr. Hamann 
had the situation at the seminary in 
Alfred well in hand. He took the religious name of Brother John. 
He fascinated his fellow brothers with tales of mythical adven- 
tures in India, Japan and Tibet. He helped the seminary in its 
efforts to obtain a college charter so that the young men of the 
order would not have to go to the University of Montreal to obtain 
credits that would qualify them as teachers. 

Demara says his path crossed that of the real Dr. Hamann a few 
months later while he and two other brothers were attending an 
educational convention in Chicago. He recalls that he was stand- 
ing at the desk in the lobby of his hotel when he heard a man beside 
him asking the clerk if there was any mail for Cecil B. Hamann. 
“There was no danger of his discovering me,” Demara says. “I was 
registered as Brother John, my religious name. Nevertheless, it 
gave me quite a turn.” 

To prepare Demara for his solemn vows the brothers at Alfred 
sent him to Grand Falls, New Brunswick to study theology under 
Brother Boniface, an older man who managed a farm there. Here

his time was pretty much his own. He was becoming deeply interested 
in medicine and he spent hours in the company of Dr. Joseph C. Cyr, 
a local general practitioner. Demara first met Dr. Cyr, a young man 
fresh out of the medical school at Quebec’s Laval University, when 
the doctor was treating Brother Boniface for rheumatoid arthritis. 
As Demara tells it, Dr. Cyr, hearing that Demara had been a phy- 
sician before joining the order, turned to him for advice. Demara 
suggested bee venom. He had read about its use in treating arthritis 
in one of the many medical journals to which he subscribed. 

“The bee venom cost plenty,” Demara says, “but it worked like 
a charm.” 

From then on, according to Demara, Dr. Cyr’s admiration for 
Brother John, the former Dr. Hamann, knew no bounds. News- 
paper reports on the Demara-Cyr hoax have intimated that De- 
mara stole Dr. Cyr’s credentials. Demara denies this firmly. “I 
don’t stoop to larceny,” he says with a certain pride. “Joe Cyr told 
me he wanted a license in Maine so he could practice medicine on 
both sides of the border. I was due to go back to Alfred shortly and 
I told him that P'd be only too glad to present his credentials to the 
Maine medical board. That’s how it happened. I didn’t steal his 
papers. He gave them to me.” 

When Demara returned to Maine he was too busy with other 
things to present Dr. Cyr’s case to the state medical board. He felt 
that the Brothers of Christian Instruc- 
tion no longer needed him; the college 
charter for the seminary was secured. 
To his surprise and disappointment an- 
other brother had been selected to head 
the institution. So Demara departed 
for Boston in one of the order's auto- 
mobiles. He abandoned the car in Bos- 
ton, then doubled back by bus to New 
Brunswick where he offered his serv- 
ices, as Dr. Cyr, to the Royal Canadian 
Navy at St. John. He was given a warm 
welcome. Doctors who are willing to 
serve overseas are just as eagerly ac- 
cepted in Canada as they are by the 
USS. armed forces. 

I told them that if they didn’t take 
me in a hurry I'd join the Canadiai 
army,” Demara says. “That did it. 
Within two hours they had me on a train to Ottawa and I was 
commissioned there the next day. I passed the physical exam with- 
out taking off my clothes and they never even bothered to take my 
fingerprints. One of the admirals on the selection board told me the 
processing that I went through in a day usually takes ten weeks. 
i guess they wish now they hadn’t been so quick about cutting all 
that red tape.” 

As a surgedn-lieutenant Demara was first assigned for two 
months last spring to the sick bay at the naval hospital in Halifax. 
His medical cases were routine ones and he handled them with ease 
and confidence. He claims he also treated a few psychiatric patients. 
Demara’s conversation shows an intimate knowledge of the writ- 
ings of Freud and Jung, but he takes a light view of the profession- 

Is in the field. “There’s no mystery about psychiatry,” he says. 
“Anybody with common sense could practice it.” While he was in 
Halifax, Demara also made what he considers the greatest mistake 
of his whole checkered career. He fell in love. 

“T had always kept myself from getting involved with a girl,” 
he says. “I’m a phony and you can’t be a phony and really fall in 
love. But this time in Canada I couldn’t help it. I kept telling my- 
self it would work out all right. We planned to get married this 
coming June and I was going to finish my time in the navy and 
then settle down in Canada and practice. I never thought it would 
turn out the way it did.” 

In June, Demara sailed to Korea on the Cayuga, a destroyer 
with a complement of 12 officers and 280 enlisted men. His first 
official task as medical officer of the Cayuga presented a challenge 
that might have shaken a lesser impostor. He was obliged to pull 
a tooth from the mouth of the captain, Commander James Plomer. 
“He came to me and asked me to pull it,”” Demara says. “TI told him 
to wait until morning. That night I stayed in my cabin, reading 
up on dentistry, which was all new to me. In the morning I shot 
the skipper’s jaw full of novocain and out came the tooth; no trou- 
ble at all.” 

While he was in the Far East, Demara decided to branch out 
and had himself enrolled in the General Medical Council of the 
United Kingdom. “I don’t know whether Joe Cyr realizes it,” he 
said recently, “but he is now licensed to practice medicine and

surgery not only in Canada but also in England, Wales, Scotland 
and Northern Ireland, thanks to me. I ought to ask him for the 
$30.80 it cost me to get into the United Kingdom council.” 

Last summer the Cayuga’s Surgeon-Lieutenant Cyr removed a 
few tonsils and treated colds and infections. His first really serious 
case came one day late in September when the Cayuga was bom- 
barding enemy shore positions near Chinnampo. A junk carrying 
three wounded South Korean soldiers came alongside. One of the 
soldiers had a bullet near his heart. As Demara tells it, he had the 
man brought to the captain’s cabin and prepared to operate. 

“T couldn’t have been nervous, even if I felt like it,” Demara 
says. “Practically everybody on the bloody ship was standing there, 
watching me.” 

Conditions for such a risky job of surgery were far from ideal. 
Demara’s equipment was limited and he had no autoclave in which 
to sterilize it. His only assistant, the ship’s sick-bay attendant, was 
too nervous to find the vein for the injection of Pentothal Sodium 
that Demara used as an anesthetic. But, says Demara, he worked 
swiftly, as though he had been performing surgery for years. He 
opened the chest with incisions above the heart and along the 
sternum, or breastbone. “I kept one basic principle in my mind,” 
he says. “The less cutting you do, the less patching up you have to 
do afterwards.” Cutting and bending back a slightly splintered 
rib, he found the bullet wound within a fraction of an inch from 
the heart. 

“ was afraid he’d hemorrhage when I took out the bullet,” De- 
mara says. “But he didn’t. I pulled it out and slipped some Gel- 
foam, a coagulating agent, into the wound and it clotted almost 
immediately.” 

A small cheer went up from the fascinated spectators. Demara 
replaced the rib, sewed the incisions, wrapped the chest tightly in 
an immobile bandage with the left arm folded across the heart, and 
gave the man an injection of a million and a half units of penicillin 
to ward off infection. In a few hours the soldier was sipping beef 
broth. His pulse and blood pressure were normal and his tempera- 
ture was 100. Twelve hours later, before the Cayuga left the area 
to return to Japan, he walked off the ship. 

When the Cayuga came back to the same part of the Korean 
coast a week or so later, Demara went ashore to look up his patient. 
He found him in a native hut that the South Koreans were using 
as an aid station. The man was feeling fine, but Demara was ap- 
palled by the lack of medical care among the South Korean troops 
that were fighting in the sector. He obtained permission to go ashore 
daily and spend a few hours taking care of casualties. Working 
alone—his attendant had to remain at the Cayuga’s sick bay—he 
claims to have performed countless operations and amputations. 

One of the officers aboard the Cayuga, Lieut. R.A.V. Jenkins, 
was the public-information officer for the Canadian navy in the 
Far East. Jenkins heard one day that the local South Korean mili- 
tary commander, a Captain Kim, had walked 17 miles to thank 
Demara personally fer iestaeiyites He dame th progeteia sory 
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about the unusual Surgeon-Lieutenant Cyr for release to the press 
and radio. 

“T couldn’t talk Jenkins out of it, but I knew that a story in the 
papers would finish me,” Demara says. “When Jenkins asked me 
about my operations, I tried to make them sound dull, hoping that 
the correspondents would ignore what he wrote. And I told him 
my home town was Halifax. I figured that might keep me from 
being linked up with the other Doctor Cyr in Grand Falls.” 

However, Jenkins turned out a dramatic news release with a de- 
tailed account of the surgery Demara had done ashore and a de- 
scription of the chest operation on the Cayuga. He also credited 
Demara with saving a South Korean soldier's life by collapsing his 
lung, a feat that Demara does not recollect. As a matter of fact the 
one operation in Korea that Demara remembers with satisfaction 
‘was not mentioned in his press clippings. It was, he says, a resec- 
tion, or removal, of a lung. 


time because I didn’t want any more publicity. 

As Demara tells it, he found one day at the South Korean aid 
station a soldier who had been hit in the chest by a dumdum bullet. 
‘There was a small hole in the front of the chest, but a gaping wound 
in the back showed that most of the right lung had been destroyed. 
The man was dying. A few days before, Demara had read about 
King George's operation in The Lancet, a British medical journal, 
and in the Oct. 8 issue of Time. The conjecture in Time about the 
probable details of the royal surgery were especially clear in his 
mind because he had also listened to one of the Cayuga’s officers 
reading the story aloud in the wardroom. 

Demara felt that a lung resection was the Korean’s only chance 
and began the operation. It was hard work. After cutting an L- 
shaped incision and exposing the back of the damaged lung, he 
reached into his bag for the clippers that he used to cut ribs. They 
were not there. He had to saw six ribs with an amputation saw, 
pausing every eight or 10 minutes, when the patient became rest- 
Jess, to administer a small dose of Pentothal Sodium. The anesthetic 
could be injected only in small amounts, which wore off quickly. 
He removed the lung, dusted the inside of the cavity with sulfa 
powder and closed the incision. 

“Then I wrapped him like a mummy,” Demara says. “The guy 
had lost a lot of blood. He’d been wounded about eight hours when 
I got him. I wished I had some plasma, but I had none. I fed him 
a lot of glucose intravenously and shot over a million units of peni- 
cillin into him. I hated to take him off the portable operating table 
because there was no other place for him to lie except on a grass mat 
in one of the mud huts. But I had to move him to make room for 
other casualties.” 

The Cayuga was sailing for Japan the next day to take on sup- 
plies. Ten days later she returned to the same area. Demara could 
not wait to get ashore. He rushed to the hut, but the Korean 
was gone. “I decided he was dead,” Demara says. An interpreter 
told him that he was needed at a schoolhouse three miles up the 
road where a number of casualties were waiting for attention. 
Demara and the interpreter began to walk along the road. When 
they had gone half a mile, they noticed some farmers in a field, 
harvesting grain. Beside the field a number of women were sift- 
ing chaff from the grain and among.them, still wearing the band- 
age, was Demara’s patient.

“There he was, as big as life, working,” Demara says. “It was 
woman’s work, of course, but still he was trying to pull his share 
of the weight. When he saw me he broke into a big grin and, with 
his free hand, he reached under his shirt and tried to give me about 
a dollar in Korean money. I stuck a thermometer in his mouth. 
He had a fever, but it was only 100, I don’t mind saying it made 
me feel good.” 

Less than a week later, Demara says, he was summoned to the 
captain’s cabin. He found Commander Plomer seated at his desk, 
frowning at a radio message. Demara knew immediately what was 
in the message. 

“Joe, ['ve got something here about you,” Commander Plomer 
said. “It’s a lot of rot. Somebody in Canada made a mistake. It’s 
so embarrassing I’m not going to read it to you.” 

Demara urged the captain to read the message to him. He still 
remembers its text word for word. It said, “We have information 
that Joseph C. Cyr, surgeon-lieutenant, 0-17669, is an impostor. 
Remove from active duty immediately repeat immediately c« 
duct investigation and report facts to Chief of Naval Staff Ottawa. 

When Commander Plomer finished the radio message, he shook 
his head and sighed. “I told you it was a lot of rot, Joe,” he said 
“Carry on with your duty and I'll set them straight about this.” 
Demara thanked him and left the cabin. But in a few days he was 
ordered to return to Canada.

y,” Commander Plomer said 
weeks ago. “He had a warm, sympatl

As he started back to Canada, Demara knew nothing about 
how he had been exposed or how much had been found out about 
his past. He felt certain that he was on his way to prison. “But all 
T could think of was the girl,” he says. “I knew that I would never 
be able to face her after all this and I imagined what'she was think- 
ing about me.

‘Ten-year-old Betty Lee Bennett has been up in the air a good part of her 
life. When she was six months old her father, Alfred Bennett, who is vice 
president of the Taylorcraft light-plane company, took her up for a ride, 
and at 5 she tried the controls. Last September she began training to solo, 
first by driving the family car around an open field by herself, then by 
taxiing a plane around an airport for hours. Almost every day her father 
gave her a lesson and two months ago he felt she was ready to fly alone. 

The actual flight, which took place in Cuba because 16 is the minimum 
age for solo flying in the U.S., made Betty Lee the youngest solo flier on 
record, Lire photographed her flight by setting up a robot camera in the 
plane: each time Betty Lee moved the aileron controls she took her own 
picture. The 10-minute flight was perfect. During it Betty Lee seemed 
completely calm—far calmer than her father, who, though he insisted he 
was not nervous, suffered an understandable attack of fatherly fidgets.

Italians carry blocks on heads for orphan home 


In 1944, when many war orphans roamed hungry and homeless in Italy, 
a kindly priest named Don Arturo gathered some 200 of them into the 
home of his father in the hilltop village of Visciano near Naples. The 
crowding was severe and soon the orphans were making trips to tufa 
quarries in the lowlands around Visciano, returning to the hilltop carry 
ing the light porous stones on their heads, From these stones grew a 
fine new home anda church, built by the boys and by peasants who had 
seen the curious procession and decided to help. Now every year at Vis- 
ciano the carrying of stones is repeated in a ceremony called the “mir- 
acle of the stones.” From far and wide the peasants come, lift stones 
to heads and murmur prayers as they move out of the quarries to- 
ward the hill. This is more than a symbol: the new stones are going 
into an addition for Don Arturo’s “House of the Abandoned Child.”
